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Opposition mounts 
to crossing closure

CONCERNS have been raised over 
plans to close a pedestrian level 
crossing in Newmarket. 

Network Rail has announced plans 
to close the Weatherby crossing, off 
Cricket Field Road in Newmarket, 
among 130 other pedestrian level 
crossings across Cambridgeshire, 
Suffolk and Essex. 

District and county councillor 
Robin Millar was contacted by con¬ 
cerned residents about the plans. 

He has vowed to make “strong rep¬ 
resentations” against its closure. 

He said: “This is a really important 
link between two parts of the town - 
the top and the south. 

“It would be a real inconvenience 
and would impact on people’s day to 
day life. People are very upset at the 
proposals. This is a public right of 
way - it has been used for decades.” 

Richard Schofield, route managing 
director for Anglia, said: “Our plans 
to close level crossings propose small 
changes to how people cross the 
railway but the closures will help us 
reduce the risks that level crossings 
pose, improve safety and reliability 
of the railway for the future.” 

Hamish Turner is the landlord of 
the Prince of Wales pub, on All Saints 
Road. He said closing the crossing 
would take any passing trade from 


his business. 

He told the News : “Several of my 
customers come from that side and 
if the crossing wasn’t open it would 
split the town in two. 

“My family uses the route every 
day because my father-in-law lives 
on New Cheveley Road. 

“It’s one of those routes that if 


you’re going from town and you’re 
going to Cheveley Road, that’s the 
obvious route you would take. 

“Without it, you’re probably look¬ 
ing at an extra ten to 15 minutes on 
journeys.” 

Jackie Dobbyne, who is opposed to 
the proposed closure, believed safety 
was not a worry on the crossing due 


l 


to its closeness to the station. 

She said: “There are views both 
ways and trains are always travelling 
slowly, either pulling into or out of 
Newmarket station. 

“They are slowing down to stop 
at the station or are slowly speeding 
up as they pull away. People need to 
protest loudly and in numbers.” 

Cllr Millar agreed. He said: “I need 
to do more research but I am not 
convinced that the incidents that 
have occurred at the crossing in the 
past have been a fault of the crossing. 

“If they said to me, we are going to 
double the number of trains coming

Airman 
dies in 
collision 

AN airman from RAF 
Mildenhall has died after 
a three vehicle collision 
in Lakenheath yesterday 
morning. 

Police, ambulance 
and the fire service were 
called to the three vehicle 
collision on the B1112 in 
Lakenheath at 6.30am. 

A male driver of one of 
the vehicles was declared 
dead at the scene. 

In a statement on their 
Facebook page, RAF 
Mildenhall confirmed an 
airman was fatally injured 
in the incident. 

It said: "An airman 
stationed at RAF Mildenhall 
was fatally injured in an 
accident this morning on 
the B1112 between Eriswell 
and Lakenheath Village. We 
ask that you respect the 
next of kin by not posting 
identifying information on 
social media." 

The road at the junction 
of the A1065 and B1112 
and the A1101 towards 
Eriswell at Sparks Farm 
were closed yesterday 
morning while police 
investigated. 

A spokesperson for the 
ambulance service said one 
woman in her fifties had 
been taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital with a suspected 
pelvic injury. 

Any witnesses to the 
collision are asked to 
contact Suffolk Police on 
101 quoting CAD 36 of 
June 7.

MAKING bows and arrows, 
playing on rope swings and 
hiding out in a yurt - these 
are just a few activities avail¬ 
able on an average day at a 
new outdoors ‘school’. 

Wildawood Forest School, 
in Chippenham, is encour¬ 
aging children to take a walk 
on the wild side at the first 
facility of its kind in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Come rain, snow, or - 
hopefully - shine, children 
at Wildawood will be found 
outside learning in a way 
which takes a leaf from life in 
Scandinavia. 

Melissa Murfet and her 
fiance Darren Neal has set 
up Wildawood at Rosewood 
Stud in Chippenham, with 
the first holiday clubs run¬ 
ning last week. 

She said: “All year round, 
day in day out, children will 
be outside. We make sure 
everyone has good clothing 
for the weather conditions. 


But there’s no 
such thing as 
bad weather - 
just bad cloth¬ 
ing!” 

Forest Schools 
focus on physi¬ 
cal ability rather 
than a push to¬ 
wards academ¬ 
ic intelligence, 
according to 
Melissa. 

“Forest 
Schools can really boost the 
self esteem and self confi¬ 
dence of children,” she said. 

“They can then take that 
back to the classroom and 
they feel more confident and 
have more of a positive atti¬ 
tude in schools. They learn 
about themselves and what 
they are capable of.” 

She said that the school 
encourages children to take 
risks and sees much less of a 
focus on rules. 

Melissa added: “Children 
here are trusted and have 
an element of risk. We don’t 
have rules, we have agree¬ 



ments. 

“If we feel uncom¬ 
fortable, we will say 
‘you’re making me feel 
worried, can you tell 
me why you think that 
is safe?’. 

“It makes children 
equal rather than that 
staff are in charge 
_ of them. Children 
are capable of risk 
assessing them¬ 
selves.” 

Melissa hopes in the 
next year she will get the go 
ahead from Ofsted to open 
a fully functioning Forest 
School nursery. She added: 
“In other countries like Can¬ 
ada and in parts of Scandi¬ 
navia, an outside lifestyle is 
how things are done. 

“Forest Schools really do 
have something for every¬ 
one.” 

Wildawood Forest School 
will be offering school visits 
in the coming months, with 
stay and play sessions start¬ 
ing in September. See wilda¬ 
wood. co.uk for details.

AN actor who was originally from Newmar¬ 
ket has enjoyed success at Cannes after pro¬ 
ducing and starring in a short film. 

Fraser Precious, 28, took self-produced 
film To Feel Human to the prestigious film 
festival where he said feedback was “over¬ 
whelming”.

through Newmarket station and 
it’s going to be a faster, better link 
between Ipswich and Cambridge 
then I could understand but at the 
moment that is not the case. 

“The trains are normally slowing 
down or starting to accelerate as 
they come in or leave the station. 

“I have got questions about

whether it would prevent any in¬ 
cidents on the line and whether 
it’s warranted given the low train 
levels. At the moment, nothing has 
changed since last time.” 

This is not the first time residents 
have opposed the closure of the 
crossing. 

In 2012, hundreds of people 
signed a petition to stop the pedes¬ 
trian level crossing being closed. 


Other crossings in the area pro¬ 
posed for closure include the Cas¬ 
sells crossing in Six Mile Bottom, 
and Westley Road, between Six 
Mile Bottom and Dullingham. 

A consultation event will be held 
on Saturday at St Edmundsbury 
CEVA Primary School on Grove 
Road in Bury St Edmunds.

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Airman goes to rescue of 
pilot in microlight crash

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AN airman from RAF 
Mildenhall has been hailed a 
hero after helping to save the 
life of a pilot in a microlight 
crash. 

Master Sergeant Nathan 
Rhoden, a production su¬ 
perintendent at the 352nd 
Special Operations Aircraft 
Maintenance Squadron, was 
at an airfield in Peterborough 
when a microlight went into 
a spin and hit the ground. 

Sgt Rhoden, who was 
working on his own private 
aircraft at the time, said: 
“The first instance I knew 
the pilot was in trouble was 
when I saw the aircraft wob¬ 
bling. He did a Touch and go’ 
on the runway and you could 
tell he was about to stall - 
and at that point he did. He 
spun in from about 75 feet 
up above, into the ground.” 

Sgt Rhoden immediately 
feared the worst for the pilot, 
a student who was flying the 
aircraft for the first time on

his own when the crash hap¬ 
pened on February 27. 

He raced to the scene 
along with fire crews and air¬ 
field club members. 

“The aircraft was upside 
down and he was lying in 
the aircraft the wrong way 
round,” Sgt Roden said. “I 
told the rescue team to take 
a deep breath and get ready 
because it probably wasn’t 
going to be good.” 

Sgt Rhoden and the team 
had to get the pilot out of 
restraints and he lifted the 
wing of the plane so the oth¬ 
ers could reach the injured 
man. 

Johnathan Roberts, a sen¬ 
ior aircraft engineer at the 
airfield, got the pilot out of 
the restraints and the pair 
used the canopy of the plane 
as a makeshift stretcher, be¬ 


fore finally flipping the air¬ 
craft off him. 

Sgt Rhoden stabilised 
the pilot’s broken bone and 
bandaged his lacerations. 
Mr Roberts said: “We used 
our jackets to keep the pilot 
warm while Nathan admin¬ 
istered first aid. “By that 
time, the emergency services 
arrived and we could hand 
the pilot over to them.” 

The unnamed pilot suf¬ 
fered a number of injuries 
and spent time in hospital, 
but is expected to make a full 
recovery. 

Sgt Rhoden added: “It was 
what I think anyone would 
have done at that moment in 
time, especially with a mili¬ 
tary background and train¬ 
ing. 

“I guess I would consider 
the people who helped me 
out my heroes for that day, 
but I didn’t think about any¬ 
thing more than just helping 
another person.”

Bridges would 
be safety move 

I WRITE concerning the Network 
Rail proposal to close many of our 
footpath crossings to improve safety. 

We have four well walked rail 
crossings between Soham and 
Wicken, two are in the closure list. If 
the same number of people continue 
to walk between the two settlements 
but using the two remaining crossings 
then the overall risk of an accident 
remains the same. 

Using risk per person crossing in 
a similar way to air travel risk per 
passenger mile the risk at each of 
the remaining crossings is increased 
as the volume of person crossings 
increases. 

Network Rail talk of providing 
alternative routes, if these really are 
to improve safety then they must be 
bridges or tunnels to keep people off 
the tracks. 

An alternative route between 
Soham and Wicken might use the 
bridge on the A1123, I would rather 
take my chance on a rail crossing 
than walk that. 

One doesn't have to be much of 
a cynic to see the real advantage 
to Network Rail in reduced 
maintenance costs.

THE loss of the world's fertile soil 
and biodiversity, along with the loss 
of indigenous seeds and knowledge, 
pose a mortal threat to our future 
survival. 

According to soil scientists, at 
current rates of soil destruction,

minerals, but we will literally no 
longer have enough arable topsoil to 
feed ourselves. Without protecting 
and regenerating the soil on our 
four billion acres of cultivated land, 
fourteen billion acres of pasture and 
rangeland, and ten billion acres of 
forest land, it will be impossible to 
feed the world, keep global warming 
below two degrees Celsius, or halt the 
loss of biodiversity. 

Healthy soil, healthy plants, healthy 
animals, healthy forests, healthy 
oceans, rivers and lakes, healthy 
people, a healthy climate....our 
physical and economic health, our 
very survival as a species, depends 
upon whether or not, and how 
quickly, we can carry out a global 
campaign of regeneration. 

Regeneration holds the potential 
not only to restore forests and 
grasslands, recharge aquifers, 
restore and normalise rainfall, but 
also to address and eliminate rural 
malnutrition, poverty unemployment 
and hunger. It is entirely possible that 
de-industrializing food and farming, 
restoring grasslands and reversing 


deforestation - moving several 
million tons of carbon back from the 
atmosphere into our soils, plants and 
forests - will not only reverse global 
warming and re-stabilize the climate, 
but will also stimulate hundreds of 
millions of rural and urban jobs, while 
qualitatively increasing soil fertility, 
water retention, farm yields and food 
quality.

School holiday 
victor} for pair 


TWO parents from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire who changed 
their ethnicity status to trav¬ 
ellers shortly before taking 
their children out of school 
for a term-time holiday have 
won a legal battle against 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

The couple, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
faced prosecution after tak¬ 
ing their children out of 
school for two weeks and 
refusing to pay the financial 
penalty. 

A trial at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court heard the pair 
were charged with failing to 
ensure their children attend¬ 
ed school regularly. If found 
guilty they faced a £1,000 
fine. 

Ruksana Munir, prosecut¬ 
ing on behalf of the county 
council, said the unauthor¬ 
ised holiday took place in 
September to October 2015. 

She added that from Sep¬ 
tember 17, 2015 to October 
30, 2015, child A attended 
30 out of 54 school sessions, 
giving an attendance rate of 
55 per cent, while child B at¬ 
tended 30 out of 52 sessions,

giving a 57 per cent attend¬ 
ance rate. 

She said: “This is way be¬ 
low the guideline of 90 per 
cent. The couple said they 
had traveller status on May 
14, 2015 and on September 4 
an email was received by the 
school requesting a holiday. 

“This was refused, but the 
holiday went ahead. The 
couple were issued with a 
£60 penalty which was not 
paid." 

The council argued the 
couple had not given any 
of the acceptable defences 
for taking children out of 
school for a holiday - which 
included having the school’s 
permission, the child being 
unable to attend school due 
to illness, an absence due to 
religious beliefs, or because 
transport was not provided. 

The couple, who were not 
represented, mentioned the 
case of Isle of Wight father 
Jon Platt, and echoed his ar¬ 
gument that both children’s 
attendance record for the 
academic year was above 


90 per cent and this proved 
their children did attend 
school ‘regularly’. 

The father said: “I suffered 
a disability after a car acci¬ 
dent and my wife is my carer. 
It’s difficult for us to get away 
and pick a time the whole 
family can be together; that 
is why we went on this holi¬ 
day.” 

The council said the cou¬ 
ple had been taking their 
children on term-time holi¬ 
days for the past three years. 

Magistrates said they 
could not find the couple 
guilty of the offence because 
the children’s overall attend¬ 
ance record was above 90 
per cent. 

Speaking after the case, 
Karen Beaton of the county 
council, said: “Penalty notic¬ 
es are only applied appropri¬ 
ately and school attendance 
is really important. Even 
missing just a few days out 
of school has been shown 
to have an impact on young 
people’s education.”

Couple fined for 
‘unsightly’ garden 


A COUPLE have been 
fined for their “unsightly” 
garden in Newmarket. 

John Louis Borda and 
Selene Lrances Borda of 
Edinburgh Road, New¬ 
market, appeared at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday 

Mr Borda pleaded guilty 
to failing to comply with 
a notice served by For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
under section 215 of the 
Town and Country Plan¬ 
ning Act 1990. 

They were required, 
since March 31, 2015, to 
cut back and remove from 
the land in the rear garden 
all overgrown vegetation 
and to remove a tree in the

front garden. 

The charge was proved 
against Mrs Borda in her 
absence. 

The council had at¬ 
tempted to visit the prop¬ 
erty multiple times over 
the year but did not re¬ 
ceive a reply or could not 
gain access to the prop¬ 
erty. 

Andy Smith, principal 
enforcement officer for 
FHDC, visited a neigh¬ 
bouring property where he 
“was able to observe that 
there had been no compli¬ 
ance in respect of the tree 


in the front garden” and 
that the rear garden was 
“completely overgrown 
with vegetation growing 
up and over the boundary 
fence”. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, 
Cabinet Member for Plan¬ 
ning & Growth, Forest 
Heath District Council 
said: “Forest Heath District 
Council has a desire and 
duty to encourage a sense 
of pride in our district and 
if a property owner or oc¬ 
cupier causes a nuisance 
by allowing their gardens 
to become unsightly, we 
do have powers to require 
them to rectify the prob¬ 
lem. 

“But if they still do not 


then we will prosecute, as 
we did successfully in this 
case.” 

The Town and Country 
Planning Act 1990 allows 
local authorities to serve 
notice on owners and co- 
cupiers of land to take 
steps to remedy the con¬ 
dition of land where “the 
amenity of part of their 
area, or of an adjoining 
area, is adversely affected 
by the condition of land in 
their area”. 

Mr and Mrs Borda were 
each fined £250 and or¬ 
dered to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £25. 

They were also ordered 
to pay the council’s total 
costs of £510.18.

‘Responders are not 
enough’ says rider

A RIDER from Newmarket has said 
that two first responders on the 
Heath would not go far enough to 
ensure stable staff get the best treat¬ 
ment in the event of an accident - 
and has renewed calls for an ambu¬ 
lance to be stationed in the area. 

Two heath men are set to be 
trained as first responders by The 
Jockey Club, as the News reported 
last week. 

George McGrath, head of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Stud and Sta¬ 
ble Staff, said that having the two 
first responders would mean they 
would immediately know where 
accidents have occurred because 
they understand the area and could 
quickly decide whether the Heath 
needed to be closed completely. 

However John Jeffrey, who rides 
out for Joey Ellis and Kevin Morgan, 
believes first responders would not 
go far enough. 

He said: “First responders are not 
the same as an ambulance crew. 

“Paramedics spend years in train¬ 
ing and will have different skills to 
first responders.

“You cannot learn all of that in a 
couple of days on a first responder 
course.” 

Mr Jeffrey said that he thought an 
ambulance posted permanently on 
the Heath could be paid for in the 
Heath Tax by trainers. 

However, Mr McGrath told the 
News last week that the cost of hav¬ 
ing the vehicle stationed there per¬ 
manently could run up to £440 per 
day. 

A paramedic on the scene at all 


times could cost £300 per day, he 
said. 

But Mr Jeffrey said that being in¬ 
jured in a horseracing incident re¬ 
quired immediate care, not just be¬ 
ing looked over by first responders. 

He said: “I think the people mak¬ 
ing these decisions have never had a 
horse flip on top of them. 

“I think this is really a cheaper op¬ 
tion and that’s it.” 

Mr Jeffrey hopes to start a petition 
to gather support for his campaign. 

First responders carry basic first 
aid equipment, defibrillators, and 
can provide oxygen therapy. 

They can assess the immediate 
situation and ascertain a previous 
medical history, whilst also acting 
as a second pair of hands when an 
ambulance crew arrives. 

Mr Jeffrey believes that ambu¬ 
lance crews will be able to provide 
this as well as immediate assess¬ 
ment and any drugs needed to sta¬ 
bilise an injured person.

House prices: 47,000 per cent 
rise in the Queen’s lifetime 


HER Majesty the Queen is 90 years old this 
year. Since Queen Elizabeth II was born in 
1926, average UK house prices have risen 
from a modest £619 to £291,504 - based on 
the latest figures from the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS). This represents an incredible 
471 fold increase over 90 years - implying 
a 47,021 per cent rise in average UK house 
prices. 

Jock Lloyd-Jones of Jackson-Stops & Staff, 
commented: "It is not the fact that property 
has outperformed over the last 90 years that is 
surprising, but the sheer scale of it. The reason 
for the phenomenal growth is that we are an 
overcrowded island with a growing, wealthy 
population who have an ingrained desire 
for homeownership. This growth in demand 
then meets a rigid wall of fixed supply that 
compounds the pressure on house prices to 
rise. Lack of new-build homes continues to be 
a pivotal issue and until more homes are built 
more house price rises are inevitable." 

There is no doubt that average UK property 
prices over the Queen's long 90 years of life 
have risen significantly, making residential 
property purchases a top-performing 
investment. 

If the £619 invested in an averagely priced UK 
property in 1926 was instead invested in UK 
equities, it would have risen to £72,952 by 
the beginning of 2016, a 118-fold increase, 
equivalent to an 11,685 per cent rise. 

If invested in gold, it would have risen to 
£127,051, a 205-fold increase, equivalent to a 
20,425 per cent rise (gold was £4.25 an ounce 


in 1926, and is at 
time of writing £876 
per ounce). 

Over the period the 
UK's cost of living 
index rose by 5,413 
per cent implying that 
£619 cash in 1926 
would be now worth 
£34,105. 

So what does the 
future hold? Most 
would agree that another 471 fold increase in 
house prices is exceedingly unlikely. 

His Royal Highness Prince Charles is 67 
years old. He will be 90 in 23 years' time 
(November 2038). Assuming house prices rise 
over the next 23 years at the same rate as in 
the last 23 years (6.7 per cent per annum), UK 
average house prices will reach £1,284,416 
in 2038, 3.5 times more than the present 
£291,504. On the same basis, when His Royal 
Highness Prince William, Duke of Cambridge, 
reaches 90 years old (2072), house prices will 
be £11.3million and when His Royal Highness 
Prince George reaches 90 in 2103, a typical 
UK house will be £86.8million.

Brexit fears cause slump 
in value of premium cars 


|OTENTIAL buyers of higher value used 
cars appear to be holding back until the 
outcome of the EU referendum is known, 
according to the UK's leading vehicle data 
provider, Glass's. 

The company is increasingly hearing 
anecdotal evidence from dealers that cars 
priced over £15,000 are struggling to sell - with 
a potential Brexit apparently being the cause. 

Rupert Pontin, director of valuations, said: 
"We have been tracking data for a while and 
it shows that demand for cars in this sector 
is falling and that they could be tricky to 
sell unless the colour and spec were right. 
Originally, we attributed this to oversupply and 
that is undoubtedly part of the problem. 

"However, we have started to receive 
anecdotal evidence from dealers in recent 
weeks that the oversupply issue is undoubtedly 
being exacerbated by buyers adopting a 'wait 
and see' attitude to the EU referendum before 
buying a relatively high value car. 

"Our reading of the situation is that these 
buyers are more affluent individuals who 
are concerned about the potential financial 


uncertainty that could follow a Brexit vote and 
don't want to commit to higher value purchases 
until they know whether we leave or stay. 

"Obviously, the effect is not uniform across 
all dealers and some will still be doing well in 
this sector but we also know of others who are 
being affected quite badly." 

Rupert said that the market was likely to 
recover quite quickly with a remain vote but 
that the effects of a Brexit would most likely be 
widespread uncertainty. 

"In terms of the referendum, most of the 
dealers we talk to are adopting a 'better the 
devil you know' attitude. What they fear about 
leaving the EU is that they simply don't know 
what the effects will be on the overall economy 
and therefore the used car market." 

Rupert added that the current used car 
market sweet spot appeared to be well below 
£15,000, with vehicles around the £7,000- 
£8,000 part of the market selling rapidly. 

"Cars in this area of the market are flying 
out of auctions at the moment, especially if 
they are in a good colour and have a strong 
specification."

Richer rues Burwell 
batsmen’s struggles

THERE is a book called 
Cricket's Strangest Matches, 
which chronicles some of the 
more bizarre encounters this 
sport has thrown up during its 
long history. 

And last Saturday’s Gibbs 
Denley East Anglian Pre¬ 
mier League game between 
Burwell and Sudbury may 
perhaps be considered wor¬ 
thy of inclusion when the 
time comes to produce a 
revised edition of said book, 
if only for the circumstances 
surrounding the home side’s 
defeat. 

At lunch few would have bet 
against Burwell after Alistair 
Allchin and Graham Hume 
had wreaked havoc on a very 
green Mingay Park wicket, 
with the away side struggling 
on 106 for 7 having been two 
wickets down without putting 
a run on the board early on. 

However, few would have 
reckoned on the intervention 
of Sudbury No 9 Dustin Melton, 
who near-on single-handedly 
dragged the innings back from 
the brink with 64. 

Although they were, 
eventually, able to bowl their 
opponents out, Burwell nev¬ 
er looked like reaching the 
target of 203 and they were 
eventually bundled out for 
just 45, with no batsman 
making it into double figures. 

“If you don’t take the last 
couple of wickets and let 
them bat for 60 overs, they’re 
always going to get a score 
that will be challenging on 
that wicket,” said Burwell 
skipper Peter Richer. 

“We fluffed a few chances 
and that’s the way it goes. 

“There was a lot in it for the 


bowlers with the new ball. 
Once you got past that, I think 
it did flatten out a bit and I 
don’t think it was a 40-all-out 
wicket.” 

And yet it all looked so 
different in the first two overs 
when seamers Allchin and 
Hume took full advantage of 
Richer’s decision to bowl first 
in the favourable conditions 
after winning the toss. 

It was only a quickfire 61 
from 57 balls from Ben Reece 
which staved off the seem¬ 
ingly-inevitable collapse by 
Sudbury, although he eventu¬ 
ally fell to Hume, who went 


on to finish with figures of 
four for 36. 

Melton entered the fray 
with his side limping along 
on 110 for 8 and he had a let- 
off when he was put down by 
Richer in the slips. 

Once he had passed the 
half-century mark, he struck 
consecutive sixes into a 
nearby garden, having also 
put on a ninth-wicket stand 
of 70 with Alistair Younger. 

Then after Sudbury were 
all out for 202, Melton proved 
just as handy with the ball, 
removing openers Allchin 
and Richer in quick succes¬ 


sion by having them caught 
behind. 

Burwell then slumped to 
38 for 5 at tea and added just 
seven more runs before 

being dismissed shortly 
before 5.50pm, going down by 
157 runs. 

“We know where we slipped 
up,” said Richer. 

“Almost every game we’ve 
played you can take our 
bowling as a positive factor. 

“We’ve kept ourselves in the 
game because of our bowling, 
but it’s becoming a real theme 
with our batting and we need 
to solve that issue.”

■ Charming Thought looks set to 
end a lengthy spell on the sidelines 
and make his first start in more 
than 18 months in the British 
Stallion Studs EBF Cathedral Stakes 
at Salisbury on Sunday. 

Trainer Charlie Appleby intends 
to run the Group One-winning 
four-year-old, who has not been 
seen since claiming the 2014 
Middle Park Stakes, in the 
six-furlong Listed contest ahead of 
a potential outing in next month's 
Darley July Cup. 

He said: "I am pleased with 
Charming Thought and I can't 
wait to get him back out on track. 

"Every time he goes forward 
he seems to meet with another 
setback.

He added: "The short-term plan 
with Postponed, provided we come 
out safe and sound from this race, 
is to go straight to the King George 
VI & Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot to try to defend his crown 
from last year, and it gives us a bit 
of breathing space to worry about 
the rest of the year after that." 

The other Newmarket success at 
the Investect Derby Festival was the 
Stuart Williams-trained Examiner in 
the Investec Mile. 

The five-year-old gelding, ridden 
by Oisin Murphy, was a half-length 
winner from Instant Attraction, 
giving Williams his 33rd winner of 
the season. 

"Examiner was a little bit unlucky 
last time in a big handicap on 
Guineas day," said Williams. "He 
would have gone close that day had 
he got out earlier. It was the plan 
to come here after, and it has all

“We would have finished closer 
if he had followed US Army Ranger 
through as he met plenty of trouble 
up the rail, but the first three finished 
a long way clear. 

“He has progressed rapidly in the 
last two months and we have to

“We will map out a plan for him 
now for the rest of the campaign 
and, given how he has kept improv¬ 
ing, there should be more progress 
to come.” 

Wings Of Desire, who was supple¬ 
mented, finished fourth in only his 
fourth outing, and the performance 
delighted trainer John Gosden. 

“The Curragh could be an obvious 
target for us - a lovely galloping track 
which will suit him better than every¬ 
thing else,” said Gosden.
